On upp'-oaching Bulacan, a towa ot 
26,009 people, he halted, preparatory 
to attacking It The heat was Intense, 
It being 90 degrees on the coast and 
fully 100 degrees In the Interior. It 
made the Ajmericans suffpr a great deal. 
Ia ^It^ of the heat, however, every 
ilail was eager to proceM toWai^ds the 
enemy. 

The rebels have unloaded about 500 
men from a rtain lialf mile in front 
of General MacArtbur's forces, with 
tbo objeet of reinHordag |he PlllpfQo 
garrisons at Bulcacan and Guiguinto, 
on either side of the railroad leading 
to MalolOK. 

The fact that the railroad is in oper- 
atkNi troM h«re to o«r front greatly 
facilitates the trnsporttlon of supplies 
to the roeps. Before the brek In the 
road was repaired, the transporlatlcn 
Of supplies was very uncertain.

The immedi- 
ately objective point was thp town of 
Bocave, five milea north of Marilao. 

Filipino prisoners taken Monday 
have informed the Americans that 
Aguinaldo would make a last grand 
stand at Malaloa, and if he was (U^- 
feated there, would make no further 
Mriatance, but quit the revolt.

The olHcer woiin(l(>d is 
First Lieutenant Paul D. McClelland. 
A dispatch from General Otis an- 
nounces that the Third infantry has 
taken the place of the Twenty-third 
infantry, which was at the front. Two 
battalions of the Twenty-third were 
brigaded with the Oregon volunteers 
and have seen severe fighting. Th«> 
Twenty-third has bees recalled to Ma- 
nilla.

Wasblngton, March 28.— Captain 
George B. Davis, commissary of sub- 
sistence, was the first witness to appear 
before the beef inquiry court 

He was on duty in the office of thf 
ccmmissary grueral and assisted ic 
preparing the Santiago beet contract 
with Swift & Company, dealing espe 
daily with the preparation of the 
clause covering the time the beef wat 
to be kept in refrigerators on shore. 

He had talked witli General Eagan 
oni this subject when the contract wa^ 
In course ot preparation, and had un 
derstood from him that the beef wa;. 
to be kept in refrigerators for 72 hours 
after arrival, and 24 boura after Its re- 
moval from them. 

Captain Davis detailed some in- 
stances in which boards ot survey had 
examined beef which bad been com- 
plained of while in the refrigerator. 
Une instance occurred at Manzanillo 
and another at Santiago. In the first, 
the beef was condemned, aad la the 
latter a part of it was. 

In reply to Major Lee, Captain Davis 
said tbe understanding in the commis- 
sary general's office was that the beef 
was to be kept good tor 72 hours by 
the contractors after leaving the ship, 
provided good care was taken of it. 
"That," he said, "was the extreme 
limit, but It was not supposed that the 
beef would be kept tor more than 24 
hours." 

Major 1/00 polluted out the apparent 
discrepancy in Captain Davis' and 
General Eagan'.T testimony as to the 
conditions under which beef was to 
be kept for 72 hours after the arrival of 
till" beef at its foint of dfstination. 
He read General Eagan's statement. 
Haying it was his intention that the 
beef should be good for 72 hours "no 
difference where taken from." aad say- 
ing that the 24-hour olauso must hf 
a clerical error. 

Hp asked Captain Davis to reconcile 
the two btaitroents, to which request 
the captain responded by saying: "Gen- 
eral Ekigan had simply forgotten. 
Probably he bad not seen the contract 
for six months. It is not ciisioniary 
in such cases to depend upon the mem- 
ory, the contracts being on file and 
reference to them convenient and 
usual." 

Th" witn' ss said there had been c(m- 
slderable discussion in the office of the 
commissary general ot the feasibility 
ot shipping beef on the hoof, but it had 
been decided not to try the experiment, 
because of the diflW'ilty of gettinp 
ships for landing the cattle, and ot 
taking care of them after landed. Tli< 
subsistence department had, however, 
gone so far as to gather the names of 
prrsons who might desire to bid. 

IMward Morris gf the Chicago firm 
of Morris & Company was the next 
witness. He stated that his company 
bad tor the past 10 years been In the 
habit of sioriii;: canned roa.^t beef in 
the Ilaltiniore and Oliio warehouses on 
Siiitcn Inland for sliipiruiil to either 
foreign or domestic points. Some ot 
this beet had, in 189S. been returned 
to Chicago. Moat of the shipments tc 
foreign ports had been sent to ih'' 
Liiglish. 

None of it had ever been sold to oi 
rejected by a foreign government, and 
none had been sold abroad and con- 
demned and sent back to the rnit< d 
St);t'\s for the .American tro<jp.-i. 'i li< 
fiocds ret in lied to Chicago were sold 
to a wholesale grocery house, and by 
it sold to the government, 90 per cent 
going to Manilla. The firm had sold 
to the Rox ( rnnieiit direct about $1.'. i - 
000 worth of l urned beef and of canned 
roast beet.

Samoa* Ortfara Bsuialno4. 

n; rlin. March 28.— .A con espondent 
heic lias obtained the following ex- 
planation of a feature of the Samoau 
rtuestion which has lately arisen. On 
the report that the American govern- 
ment had cablfd to its admiral at Sa- 
moa to act In accordance with the de- 
cision of two o' the three representa- 
tives of the powers, the German gov- 
ernment made earnest representation 
to the American ambassador here, 
Andrew D, White, that the Berlin 
treaty requires the concurrcuee of the 
the three pswers, and called attention 
to the dangers which were sure to 
arise if there was anything like a vio- 
lation' of tbe treaty. The American 
government made a frank and concil- 
iatory answer, which has caused much 
satisfaction here. It recognized the 
necessity for unanimity upon the part 
of all three powers under the treaty 
as a condition of any settled policy or 
permanent action, and declared the 
admiral was only authorized to act in 
agreement witl^ a majority of the re- 
ports of the powers in a case ot emer- 
gency which absolutely does not ad- 
mit of delay. 

Trovio Uaath of Mr. Caaln. 

San Francisco, March 28. .\ letter 
from Guatamala, dated March 11. says: 
".Mr. Casiii. a friend of Kzt'ta, the de- 
throned monarch of Salvador, walked 
over the cliff a tew days since near 
the port of Acajutla, and was dashed 
to pieces on the rocks below. Nobody 
believes tliat the act was suicidal, 
though he declined to take food for a 
couple ot days prior to the occurrence. 
It will be remembered that Casin made 
a fortune in Salvador variously estl- 
nuited at from $r,i»(),000 to $1,000,000. 
Hcsbared Ezeta's exile, and participat- 
ed in the expense of a sloop on which 
Antonuo Bseta and he sailed for Cali- 
fornia a couple of years ago. Ezeta 
died in Panama in poverty, and the 
same fate overtook .Mr. Casin. '

The State of Georgia owns a railroad. 

It la the Western and Atlantic, which 
•xtMda in almost a straight line from 
AtlaoU to Ohattaaooga.Teim. In 1890 
tha rftd was leased to the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway Com- 
pany for $430,012 a year, or 136,001 a 
month, for,a period of thirty years. 

Georgia'ti ownership of the railroad 
dates from December 24, 1K;SI), when the 
G(4neral Assembly provided for the sur- 
vey and construction of a railroad from 
the point where Atlanta now stands to 
Bome point on tbe Tennessee river. A 
few jrears before that the Booth Carolina 
and (JeorKia railroad bad been completsd 
from Cbarieaton, S. Q^, to Augusta, and 
thIa faet eraated In the minds of the 
leading public men of the Rtate tbe hope 
for tbe advancement of the common- 
waalth alone the lines of traaaportatlon 
facilities. By IS (7 the road was in oper- 
ation from Terminus (now Atlanta) to 
Balton, a distance of 100 miles, and the 
foUowbig year it was completed, the 
northweetam terminus being where the 
city of Chattanooga now stands, a dis- 
tance ol 139 miles. The total cost was 



14,441 ,tS)i, or |8|^85.0i per mile, #bioh 
was raised by taxation and the sale o 
buuds, tbe money being appropriated 
from tian to time aa tlM work pro- 
gressed. 

In tbe first year of its existence tbe 
road was operated directly by the State 
through officials named by a State 8nper> 
intendent, who was in turn appointed by 
theCiovernor. Politics necessarily playe<l 
aome patt in the selection of tbe Stipehn 
tendant and minor ofleiala, bnt aa little 
as might have been expected under tbe 
circumstances. Up to 1863 the property 
waa a bncden to theStam, tha road fall* 
ing to produce sufficient revenue for its 
support, and in that year the late ex 
Senator Joseph K. Brown and ex-Senator 
Benjamin H. Hill made a spirited can- 
vass for the Governorship, the question 
at issue being the sale or the lease of the 
State road. The former ctumpioned the 
operation of the road by the State and 
won. The first year of his administra- 
tion witnessed a thorough reorganisation 
of the management and tha appUcaftion 
of btisiness methoda In operation. The 
result was that at the end of the year, 
after paying off all liabilities, a balance oi 
$43,500 was paid into the treasury, 

From that time to the end of the Civil 
war the history of the road was one of 
onbroken progress. Begalarly a net bal 
ance of $SK)0,000 was realised and tbe re 
ceipts during Hrowu's administration 
went as high as $450,000— considerably 
over 10 per cent on the money Invested. 
It paid over half the revenues required 
for the support of tbe State Government 
under normal oondltlona. and even dnr- 
in^' the war was a source of giaatfliuui' 
cial strength to the State. 

During the reconstruction period the 
property waa need for political purposea 
and was allowed to mn down. A popu 
lar clamor again aroae for the sale of tbe 
road. £x-Govemor Brown again op- 
poaed this propoaltion and atated that 
with the proper management it w,^aa 
worth to the tiUte $26,000 per month 
Finally, as a reanit of thIa agitation, in 
1870 the L<egislature authorized the lease 
of the property for a term of twenty yeart 
at not less than tbe amount iiamaJ $IP. 
000 monthly. Mr. Brown, then Justice 
of the Snprame Court, resigned his office, 
secured the lease and operated the road 
anccessfuUy until 1890, paying tbe stipu- 
lated rental regalarly, and amassed a co- 
lossal fortune besides. Upon the expira- 
tion of bis leaae the property passed into 
tha control of its present operators.
